SOCIAL FUNCTION 


First Day Devoted to Getting the 


Short Session Started and 


Shaking Hands . 


WILL 60 IN TOMORROW 


Washington, Dec. 3.—The short ses- 


sion of the Fifty-ninth congress con- 
vened today. Vice 
President 
Fair- 


banks presided over the opening ses- 
sion of the senate, and Speaker Jo- 
seph G. Cannon ruled the deliberations 
of the house. 


In both branches of congress the 


opening day was attended by familiar 
scenes. 
Large crowds were present 


and the session partook more of the 
character of a social function than of 
serious and formal inauguration of the 
work of the most noted deliberative 
body in the world. 


The session today was brief. To- 


morrow the president's message will 
be transmitted 
and read 
in 
both 


bodies. 


Speaker Early On Hand. 


Speaker Cannon 
and many other 


prominent members of the house ar- 
rived at the capitol long before the op- 
ening of the house and engaged in a 
reunion and informal discussion of the 
probable issues 
which 
will occupy 


their attention. Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, 
chairman of the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee, and Mr. Payne, 
of New York, chairman of the ways 
and means committee; Mr. Tawney, 
of Minnesota, chairman of the appro- 
priations 
committee, and 
General 


Grosvenor, of Ohio, chairman of the 
'merchant, marine nnd fisheries com- 
mittee, were 
among 
the early ar- 


rivals. 


The Japanese situation was dis- 


cussed quite generally by the mem- 
bers nnd the opinion was freely ox- 
pressed that, measures affwtlhs tho 
Japanese may bo introduced in tho 
house at any lime. 


No Effort to Transact Buslnest. 
No effort was 
made 
to transact 


business even in the committee rooms.. 
Tho* day was given over absolutely to 
receptions and the formal business of 
opening tho session. 
Practically all 


of the veterans of the senate were on 
hand, most of them looking hale and 
hearty as If their summer rest, fol- 
lowed by a busy campaign, had agreed 
with them. One of the familiar faces 
most missed was that of Senator Alli- 
son. 
He had arranged to remain at 


i his home at Dubuque, Iowa, until after 
i the holiday recess, leaving the work 
of organization for the younger mem- 
bers. 
His friends were delighted to 


learn that he had recovered from his 
illness of last session and is to take 
charge of his Important work at. the 
head of the appropriations committee 
and chairman of the republican steer- 
ing committee just as there is need 
for his presence. 


Pettus Still Young. 


Senator Pettus. the oldest member, 


who was not well at the close of the 
last session, was one of the first to 
arrive at the capitol. He sticks to his 
pet phrase of telling his colleagues 
how "young" he is when reference is 
made to his advanced years. 


Vice President Fairbanks 
beamed 


upon the two or three score of sena- 
tors who sought him out in his room 
before the senate opened. 


Senator Spooner is expected during 


the day. Senators Foraker, Aldrich, 
Hale, Fryo. Burrows. Lodge and other 
leaders on tne republican side were 
In their committee rooms early. New 
York Senators Platt and Depew ar- 
rived two days ago to be present at 
the opening session. The most prom- 
inent, democrats were in attendance, 
one exception being Bailey, who left 
Washington a few days ago for his 
home in Texas.

That the matter will be taken to the 


supreme court for final ."decision is now 
quite evident, and if it is decided there 
that the Japanese are not Mongolians, 
a contention that has been-made to 
divert the enforcement of the law re- 
quiring that they are to be kept In 
schools -separate from white children, 
Jt'is quite certain that the state legis- 
lature at. its next'session" will pass a 
r.ew law. to keep the Japanese out of 
the schools in which Caucasians' are 
taught.

found guilty of violating its provisions 
shall be fined not more than $1,000 
and imprisoned in the state prison not 
less than one year nor more than ten 
years. 
Royse is charged with acting 


as "publicity agent." for the Republic 
Creosoting company and the National 
Bitumen company, paving concerns of 
which P. G. Reiliy is the head, which 
have bid for arid accepted city con- 
! tracts during Royse's incumbency as 


i councilman. Recently, since the grand 


j jury, on the "initiative of Judge Fre- 
mont, Alford, of the criminal court, be- 
gan an investigation of Royse's con- 
duct as a councilman, Royce, accord- 
ing to his own statement, resigned his 
positions with the companies named.

court of the United States today de- 
cided the habeas 
corpus 
oases of

PIPE-LINE TRUST LOSES SsUIT. 


Supreme Court Sustains City of At- 


lanta in Decision. 


Washington. Dec. 3.-—The supreme 


court of the United States today de- 
cided the case of the city of Atlanta, 
Ga.. 
against the so-called "pipe line 


trust." In favor of the city. The title 
of the case as it was presented to the 


court was the Chattanooga Foundry 
and Pipe works and South Pittsburg 
Pipe company vs. the city of Atlanta, 
the case coming to this court In pur- 
suance of an effort by the pipe manu- 
facturers to secure the reversal of a 
decision by the circuit court of ap- 
peals, which was unfavorable to them. 
The suit was instituted by the city 
under the Sherman anti-trust law on 
the complaint that by'the combination 
of the manufacturers the municipality 
had been compelled to pay an excess 
of $15,000 over a fair price on orders 
for pipe amounting to $56,000. 


The supreme court also today dis- 


missed for want of jurisdiction the 
case of the New York Foundling hos- 
pital vs. John C. Gatti. This decision 
revived the story about orphan chil- 
dren sent from New York to Arizona 
In 1904, which at the time received 
much attention at the hands of. the 
public. 


The effect of the decision which 


was determined by Justice Day is to 
leave in effect the decision of the 
Arizona supreme court, 
which was 


favorable to Gatti.

Held at Majestic 


Theater.

Elks paid a tender tribute to the mem-1 
ory of departed brethren in the an- 
nual lodge of sorrow held Sunday aft- 
ernoon at the Majestic theater. An 
immense audience was present and in 
the program of sacred music, prayer 
and feeling eulogy the kindly deeds 
and the virtues of those members of | 
the fraternity -who have di;d during 
the past year were honored. The roll 
included the names of Messrs. L. G.

Kelly, Joseph A. Biemer and James 
W. Place. 


The Btcge was prettily decorated 


•with terns, palms, roses and white and 
yellow chrysanthemums, and a large 
figure representing a clock and set in 
a circle of glowing electric lights was 
suspended from the stage wall at the 
rear. There were forty-one bulbs in 
this circle of lights, one for each of 
the members who have died since the' 
organization of Fort Wayne lodge, and 
as the roll of the dead v.-as called one 
by one .the lights were extinguished. 
leaving the stage in darkness.

The general eulogy was given by 


Attorney Walter PenBeld, of Auburn 
In an eloquent portrayal of the na- 
ture, aims and objects of the order of 
Elks, dwelling at some length upon 
the principles ot benevolence, protec- 
tion and charity.

What means, 
this solemn silence?

"There before us, in 
imagination, 


we can sec the spirits of bur departed 
brothers. Kitting, ns It were. In thy 
vacant rhnlrs of space; wo ran behold 
tho friendly smile of recognition and 
the kindly look of benevolence. And 
If our vision does 
not 
deceive us, 


there can bo seen lying upon 
their 


shoulders and entwined about 
their 


• bodies the beautiful flowers of charity 


and the evergreen vines of protecilon. 


"There was happiness In the homo 


one day. The husband and father, bid- 
ding Ms loved ones good-by, had gone 
to his dally task. There was sadness 
in the home on the morrow. All that 
was mortal of that same, beloved hus- 
band and father was laid in the cold 
ground, at rest." The spirit of sorrow 
and distress had 
entered, 
bringing 


with it a realization of the uncertain- 
ty of life and the necessity of prepara- 
tion 
for 
death. 
But 
amidst 
tbo 


anguish o'er his death there was the 
consoling thought that he bad been 
a devoted father, an affectionate hus- 
band, a benevolent neighbor and 
a 


charitable citizen. 


Sweet Memories Remain. 


"Such men as these 
are 
mlsse-.l 


when gone. The good they did lives 
on and on. and it is the balm for our 
pain that though something beautiful 
has vanished ths sweet memory of 
their goodness will ever continue. 


"Tears may rise in the heart and 


gather to the eyes in looking on the 
happy past and thinking of the days 
that are no more. Our brothers are 
dead. 
They havij departed this life. 


But what is life? 
Not one of us can 


say, except that It is a mystery as deep 
as ever death can be. And what is 
death? 
Not one of us can answer. 


unless that it is the sweet transition 
of the soul to the unknown realms 
above. 


"Leaves have their time to fall, and 


flowers their period to 
bloom, and 


death claims all seasons for its own. 
We know not what the morrow may 
bring: 
some may rot remain here 


long; but before we part let us reflect 
on the certainty of death, the need of 
self-preparation 
acd the 
possibility 


that when the next lodge of sorrow 
assembles it may be in remembrance 
of some of you for whom these beau- 
tiful services will be held. Should WQ 
not, 
then, emulate our departed broth- 


ers by practicing 
benevolence and 


charity? 
Should we not so live out- 


daily lives that when our time to de- 
part is at hand we may pass into the 
dark beyond as men known to have 
been God-loving.
